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Fellow  Members  : 

The  period  having  arrived  when  we  are  required  by  the 
provisions  of  our  Constitution,  to  give  to  the  members  a 
detailed  statement  of  the  workings  of  the  library  for  the 
past  year,  on  behalf  of  the  Board  of  Direction,  I  report 
the  following  : 

Notwithstanding  that  the  twelve  months  of  the  fiscal 
year  just  ended,  have  been  from  a  commercial  and  financial 
point  of  view,  the  most  trying  in  the  history  of  our  country, 
we  are  gratified  in  being  able  to  report  very  satisfactory 
progress. 

It  is  true  we  have  suffered  from  the  general  stagnation 
in  business,  and  thereby  our  membership  is  somewhat 
reduced  in  numbers,  and  our  receipts  correspondingly 
diminished  in  amount;  but  happily,  our  work  has  been  very 
little  curtailed  in  consequence. 

Comparing  the  losses  sustained  by  similar  Institutions  to 
our  own  throughout  the  country,  we  find  upon  the  whole 
that  we  have  been  very  leniently  dealt  with. 


MERCANTILE  LIBRARY. 

FINANCE. 

The  total  income  of  the  Association  for  the  past  year 
from  all  sources  lias  been  $35,094.76  ;  in  this  is  included 
the  appropriation  of  $1,000  from  the  permanent  catalogue 
fund,  to  assist  in  preparing  and  printing  the  catalogue  of 
fiction,  which  was  issued  during  the  year. 

Deducting  this  amount,  the  net  total  income  of  the 
library  has  been  $34,094.76.  The  total  expenditures  for 
the  year  has  been  $35,006.94  of  which  $24,699.70  were  used 
for  salaries,  rent,  printing,  insurance,  binding,  stationery, 
light,  and  running  expenses,  and  the  balance  $10,307.24  for 
books  and  periodicals. 

BOOKS. 

The  number  of  volumes  exclusive  of  pamphlets  now  in 
the  library  is  171,492,  an  increase  during  the  year  of  8,033 
volumes.  We  have  sold  during  the  year  2,165  volumes. 
The  gross  total  of  our  accessions  is  10,198  volumes  ;  of 
these  9,918  were  secured  by  purchase,  and  280  by  dona¬ 
tion.  Of  the  volumes  purchased  8,024  were  paid  for,  with 
the  funds  of  the  Mercantile  Library  Association,  and  1,894 
by  Clinton  Hall  Association. 

LIBRARY. 

At  each  recurring  Annual  Meeting  for  the  past  six  years, 
the  members  have  been  informed  of  the  crowded  condition 
of  our  library,  and  how  necessary  it  was  that  something 
should  be  done,  to  give  us  more  room  to  store  and  properly 
arrange  our  books,  and  to  enable  us  to  conduct  and  carry 
out  the  work  of  the  library,  in  accordance  with  the  progress 
of  the  times. 

In  the  report  for  the  year  1870,  submitted  by  Mr.  M.  C. 
D.  Borden,  the  following  remarks  appeared  :  “Shelf  room 
is  a  primary  necessity.  For  the  immediate  present,  the 
capacity  of  our  shelves  is  sufficient,  for  a  not  remote  fu¬ 
ture,  it  will  be  too  small. 
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A  simple  calculation  clearly  proves  that  within  a  definite 
time,  the  entire  space  alloted  to  books  will  be  filled  and 
our  accommodations  for  accessions  exhausted. 

The  Library  Hall  is  encircled  by  three  tiers  of  alcoves 
extending  around  its  entire  circumference  to  the  ceiling. 

The  first  and  second  of  these  tiers  are  entirely  full. 
Pushed  out  of  place  by  the  large  accessions  of  the  past  year, 
a  considerable  number  of  the  bound  magazines  have  been 
removed  from  the  second  to  the  upper  tiers,  and  before  the 
close  of  another  year  the  remainder  must  follow,  appropri¬ 
ating  the  last  available  space  we  have. 

By  judicious  management  and  a  careful  rearrangement 
of  our  books,  transferring  to  some  other  room  such  of  our 
duplicates  and  books  of  reference  as  are  not  in  daily  demand, 
it  might  be  possible  to  provide  shelf  room  for  the  accumula¬ 
tions  of  perhaps  an  additional  year;  but  such  an  arrange¬ 
ment  would  be  at  the  risk  of  serious  inconveniences  to  the 
members,  and  detrimental  to  the  harmonious  workings  of 
our  general  plans. 

In  any  event  and  by  the  most  favorable  estimate,  it  is 
certain  that,  with  our  present  accommodations,  before  the 
expiration  of  two  years  from  the  date  of  this  report,  we 
shall  have  no  room  left  for  additional  books  and,  unless 
other  provision  is  made,  the  increase  of  the  library  must  of 
necessity  cease  from  that  time.” 

Since  the  above  was  written,  seven  years  ago ,  there  has 
been  added  to  the  library  65,376  volumes. 

Every  year  since  that  time,  each  Board  of  Direction  has 
been  compelled  to  provide  in  some  manner,  extra  shelf  room 
to  accommodate  the  accessions  of  the  year. 

Shelves  have  been  put  here,  then  there,  until  now,  every 
conceivable  place  has  been  utilized,  every  vacancy  has  been 
appropriated,  a  bare  wall  cannot  be  seen  anywhere, 
every  shelf  is  filled  to  repletion;  still  the  cry  is  we  want 
more  room  for  our  books. 
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The  newspaper  room  wherein  are  kept  the  bound  volumes 
of  our  papers  is  now  filled  to  over-flowing,  and  we  are 
compelled  to  poile  one  upon  another  on  the  floor. 

Our  cataloguing  department  is  crowded  into  a  small 
space  entirely  inadequate  for  the  purpose. 

Whenever  new  shelf  room  has  been  provided,  in  order  to 
make  use  of  it,  it  is  necessary  to  shift  all  the  books  in  the 
library. 

Any  one  familiar  with  our  system  of  arrangement,  will 
readily  see,  that  to  do  this  in  a  library,  that  has  reached  the 
proportions  of  ours,  requires  a  great  amount  of  time,  labor 
and  expense,  but  this  is  what  has  had  to  be  done  every 
year  for  several  years  past,  and  that  too  while  the  Library 
was  continually  being  used. 

The  present  Board  lias  been  confronted  with  the  problem, 
where  is  it  possible  to  obtain  more  room.  In  looking  for  a 
solution,  they  were  convinced  that  there  was  but  one  way 
out  of  the  difficulty,  and  that  way  would  not  only  give  the 
necessary  relief,  but  would  be  a  source  of  convenience  and 
accommodation  to  the  great  mass  of  our  members. 

In  February  last  the  Library  Committee  who  had  charge 
of  the  matter,  submitted  the  following  resolution,  which 
was  adopted  by  your  board  unanimously. 

Resolved.  “  That  the  room  on  the  second  floor  of  the 
building,  now  known  as  the  reading  room  be  fitted  up  for 
the  library,  and  for  the  delivery  of  books,  and  that  the 
rotunda  of  the  library  on  the  third  floor  be  converted  into 
a  reading  room.” 

Your  board  deem  this  act  not  only  an  absolute  necessity, 
but  one  that  will  be  very  beneficial  to  the  welfare  of  the 
Library,  and  think  it  will  tend  to  popularize  the  Institution 
with  the  citizens  who  are  desirous  of  partaking  of  its 
benefits. 

For  some  year’s  past,  much  fault  has  been  found  by  those 
members  who  constantly  use  the  Library,  in  consequence  of

having  so  many  stairs  to  climb  to  reach  it.  and  it  is  within 
the  knowledge  of  your  board,  that  this  fact  has  been  the 
cause  of  losing  ns  a  great  many  members. 

In  moving  the  Reading  Room  up  stairs,  it  is  not  the 
intention  of  your  Board,  although  confined  in  smaller 
quarters,  to  cut  off  any  of  the  supply  of  newspapers  and 
magazines,  but  they  intend  to  keep  it  up  t<  it  -  usual  high 
standard,  which  they  consider  equal  to  that  of  any  room  of 
the  kind  in  the  country.

We  are  absolutely  without  shelf-room  for  the  1  ks  i 
being  added,  and  have  been  for  several  months  past. 

The  Board  of  Direction,  after  giving  the  sul  -  great 
deal  of  careful  consideration,  has  decided  that  in  order  to 
secure  shelf-room  for  present  and  future  wants  it  will  be 
jssary  t  r  move  the  Bead  g  R  f  m these  - 
story,  where  it  is  now  located,  to  the  third-story  under  the 
dome  of  the  building,  where  the  book  delivery  is  now 
made. 

A  map  or  design  of  the  alteration  has  been  made  1  y  j 
competent  architect,  under  the  direction  of  the  Librarian, 
and  having  received  the  approval  of  this  1 
has  been  deposited  with  the  Secretary  of  your  Board,  Mr. 
Hugh  X.  Camp. 
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The  Committee  on  Relations  with  your  Association  has 
been  instructed  to  inform  you  of  the  foregoing-  facts,  and 
also  t/o  say  that  it  would  suit  the  convenience  of  the  Library 
to  have  these  improvements  made  during  the  month  of 
An  gust  next. 

We  have  refrained  from  obtaining  any  estimates  on  the 
cost  of  this  work  for  the  reason  that  you  are  more  directly 
interested  ;  but  should  you  desire  it,  we  shall  be  pleased  to 
render  you  all  the  assistance  in  our  power. 

\\Te  respectfully  request  that  you  will  inform  us  of  your 
action  at  an  early  day,  in  order  that  we  may  embody  it  in 
the  next  Annual  Report,  and  (if  favorable,)  enable  us  to 
notify  the  Members  at  the  Annual  Meeting  in  May,  that 
the  Institution  will  be  closed  during  the  month  of  August.

CIRCULATION. 


The  total  number  of  volumes  issued  during  the  year  is 
188,850. 

The  number  distributed  from  the  Main  Library  was 
137,327,  and  from  the  Branch  Office,  46,087  ;  the  number 
delivered  at  member’s  residences  was  5,436. 
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Phe  number  of  books  circulated  in  foreign  languages 
was  11,962  ;  the  daily  average  circulation  for  the  year  is 
619  volumes. 

The  largest  daily  circulation  was  on  the  3d  of  March, 
when  1,506  volumes  were  delivered. 

The  smallest  daily  circulation  was  392  volumes,  on  the 
1 1  th  October. 

The  number  of  Magazines  circulated  was  7,344,  an 
increase  over  last  year  of  444. 

The  number  of  books  of  reference  used  in  the  Library 
was  12,830,  an  increase  in  this  department  of  1,651  over 
last  year.  6,745  notices  were  sent  to  members  to  return 
books  kept  over  time. 

FREE  SCHOLARSHIPS. 

Hie  scholarships  at  the  disposal  of  the  Association  in 
Columbia  College,  are  now  filled  by  H.  A.  Kingsbury  and 
John  McKesson  Camp.  Mr.  Camp  was  appointed  in 
December  last,  to  fill  the  then  existing  vacancy. 

BOARD  OF  DIRECTION. 

The  only  change  we  have  to  note  in  the  Board  of  Direc¬ 
tion  during  the  year  is  that  occasioned  by  the  resignation 
of  Mr.  Wm.  Curtis  Noyes  in  October  last.  The  vacancy 
was  filled  by  the  election  of  Mr.  Chas.  Wager  Hull. 

CATALOGUES. 

The  new  catalogue  of  fiction  was  issued  early  in  the 
present  year;  the  price  was  fixed  at  the  small  sum  of  75c  a 
copy,  being  only  about  one  half  of  the  cost;  this  was  done 
in  order  to  be  within  the  means,  and  as  an  inducement  to 
every  member  using  the  class  of  works  of  which  the 
catalogue  was  composed,  to  purchase  one.  Although  the 
price  was  placed  at  such  low  figures,  we  regret  to  say  that 
very  few  copies  have  been  disposed  of.  The  current  work 
of  cataloguing  has  been  kept  up  as  usual. 
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The  card  catalogue  established  for  the  use  of  the  members, 
has  been  found  to  be  a  great  practical  benefit.

EXECUTIVE  FORCE, 

With  one  exception,  no  change  of  importance  has  taken 
place  during  the  year. 

Mr.  W.  T.  Peoples,  the  Librarian,  has  discharged  the 
onerous  duties  devolving  upon  him,  with  great  zeal  and 
energy,  and  to  the  entire  satisfaction  of  your  Board. 

We  have  to  record  the  loss  by  death,  of  Dr.  Johannes 
Bade,  who  had  been  connected  with  the  Library  in  various 
capacities  for  eight  years  past. 
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Dr.  Bade  was  one  of  our  most  valued  and  efficient  clerks, 
and  it  is  with  feelings  of  sorrow  and  regret  that  we  are 
compelled  to  announce  his  death. 

Mr.  Max  Aue  reach,  for  eighteen  years  connected  with 
the  Cataloguing  Department  of  the  Public  Library  of 
Boston,  has  been  employed  to  fill  the  vacancy  occasioned 
by  the  death  of  Dr.  Bade. 

DONATIONS. 

No  donations  of  money  have  been  received  during  the 
year,  and  we  are  sorry  to  say  the  donations  of  books  have 
been  very  limited.  As  lias  been  stated  before,  the  number 
of  volumes  received  by  donation  during  the  year  is  only 
280. 

These  are  principally  public  documents  of  the  National 
and  State  Governments. 

To  the  friends  who  have  remembered  us  during  the  year, 
and  whose  names  will  appear  in  the  appendix,  we  return 
our  grateful  acknowledgements. 

We  are  also  indebted  to  the  the  Hon.  Henry  E.  Davies, 
for  professional  services  gratuitously  rendered  to  the  Asso¬ 
ciation  during  the  past  year. 

BINDERY. 

Eight  thousand  two  hundred  and  fifty-eight  books  have 
received  the  attention  of  our  binder  and  his  assistants 
during  the  year;  3273  of  which  were  new  books,  321  mag¬ 
azines,  98  newspapers,  and  573  catalogues,  the  remainder 
3,993  were  old  books  and  newspapers  rebound  and  repaired. 
The  number  of  books  that  were  furnished  with  new  paper 
covers  during  the  year  is  36,514. 

DUPLICATE  BOOKS. 

The  number  of  duplicate  and  imperfect  books  sold  during 
the  year  is  2,165,  anil  the  amount  realized  from  sale  of  the 
same  was  #927.53. 
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BRANCH  OFFICE. 

The  Branch  Office  at  51  Liberty  Street  still  continues  its 
popularity  with  our  members  who  reside  in  Brooklyn  and 
Jersey  City,  and  is  also  largely  used  by  members  who  reside 
in  this  city. 

The  number  of  books  issued  during  the  year  from  this 
office  was  46,087. 

We  have  renewed  the  lease  for  one  year,  from  the  1st  of 
the  present  month  at  $750  per  annum;  this  is  a  reduction 
of  $50  from  the  price  that  was  paid  last  year. 

CLINTON  HALL  ASSOCIATION. 

Our  relations  with  Clinton  Hall  Association  still  continue 
to  be  satisfactory  and  agreeable.  During  the  year  just 
passed,  we  have  always  found  the  gentlemen  composing 
the  Board  of  Trustees,  ready  and  willing  to  do  everything  in 
their  power  to  advance  the  interests  of  the  Library.

The  following  is  the  resolution  : 

Whereas,  Clinton  Hall,  has  now  become  nearly  or  quite 
inadequate  to  the  proper  placing  of  the  books  now  being 
added  day  by  day,  and  within  the  next  IS  months,  will  be 
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wholly  unequal  to  the  demands  of  the  Library,  which  facts 
taken  in  connection  with  the  great  insecurity  now,  and  for 
years  that  we  have  been  subjected  to  by  the  ravages,  which 
fire  would  cause,  should  one  unfortunately  occur.  And 

Whereas,  The  matter  of  a  new  building  must  be 
attended  to  within  a  very  short  time,  and  it  behooves  us  to 
take  means  to  accumulate  funds  for  the  purpose.  Therefore 

Resovled,  That  the  sense  of  this  Board  is,  that  the  addi¬ 
tions  to  the  Sinking  Fund  should  be  increased  from  the 
present  sum  of  Fir  e  thousand  dollars  per  year,  to  not  less 
than  Ten  thousand  dollars  per  year,  and  that  we  recommend 
to  the  Board  of  Direction  of  the  Mercantile  Library  Asso¬ 
ciation  concurrent  action  on  this  important  subject. 

Your  Board  adopted  the  following,  a  copy  of  which  was 
sent  to  the  Trustees  of  Clinton  Hall  Association  : 

“Whereas,  The  Board  has  received  a  communication 
from  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  Clinton  Hall  Association, 
asking  that  they  may  be  permitted  to  appropriate  towards 
the  Sinking  Fund,  for  a  new  building,  Ten  thousand  dollars 
per  annum,  instead  of  Five  thousand  dollars  ; 

Therefore ,  he  it  Resolved,  That  this  Board  recognize  the 
necessity  and  importance  of  increasing  the  above  mentioned 
fund  as  rapidly  as  possible,  and  are  in  favor  of  co-operating 
with  the  Board  of  Trustees  for  this  purpose,  but  in  view  of 
the  great  depression  in  business,  and  the  possible  reduction 
of  the  receipts  of  the  Library,  we  feel  that  it  would  be 
unwise  to  take  any  action  on  so  important  a  matter  at  this 
time. 

We  therefore  respectfully  request  that  all  further  action 
be  deferred  until  near  the  close  of  the  present  fiscal  year, 
when  the  whole,  if  any  unexpended  balance  may  with  safety 
be  placed  to  the  credit  of  said  fund.” 

Up  to  this  time  nothing  further  has  been  heard  from  the 
Trustees  in  regard  to  the  matter. 
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HONORARY  MEMBERS. 

We  have  conferred  but  one  Honorary  Membership  during 
the  year.  Mr.  J.  Seaver  Page  was  the  recipient. 

Providence  has  removed  from  among  us  one  of  our 
Honorary  Members,  the  late  Wm.  T.  Garxer,  Esq. 

The  following  is  the  report  of  the  Committee  appointed 
to  examine  the  books  and  other  property  of  the  Association. 

To  the  Board  of  Directors  of  the  Mercantile  Library 
Association. 

Gentlemen  : 

The  undersigned  having  received  from  you  the  appoint¬ 
ment  as  the  Annual  Committee  to  examine  books  and  other 
property  of  the  Association,  respectfully  report  : 

That  accompanied  by  the  Librarian  they  made  a  careful 
and  thorough  examination  of  the  building  and  property 
contained  in  it,  and  tind  much  to  commend  in  the  arrange¬ 
ment  and  care  given  them.  The  Librarian  in  the  opinion 
of  your  committee  deserves  especial  commendation  for  the 
thorough  manner  in  which  his  duties  are  performed,  in 
spite  of  many  discouragements.  The  limited  space  now  at 
his  disposal  for  the  bestowal  of  books  has  compelled  him  to 
place  many  of  those  in  most  constant  use  in  the  upper 
alcoves,  thus  involving  on  the  part  of  his  assistants  and 
himself,  much  fatiguing  labor  and  loss  of  time,  which  a 
more  convenient  arrangement  would  avoid  altogether. 
Your  Committee  examined  the  plans  and  drawings  for  the 
proposed  exchange  of  the  present  position  of  the  Library 
and  Reading-Room,  and  give  them  their  most  hearty  ap¬ 
proval.  The  removal  of  the  reading-room  to  the  floor  now 
occupied  by  the  library  would  entail  but  slight  inconvenience 
upon  the  small  proportion  of  the  members  making  use  of  it, 
while  the  location  of  the  Library  on  the  floor  below  would 
be  a  great  accommodation  to  the  many  ladies  who  use  it, 
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and  to  whom  the  labor  involved  in  climbing  another  flight 
of  stairs  is  a  serious  consideration.  The  numerous  circula¬ 
ting  libraries  now  established  in  the  City  and  competing 
with  us,  render  it  desirable  that  every  possible  accom¬ 
modation  be  afforded  to  the  members  and  patrons. 

Your  Committee  desire  also  to  call  especial  attention  to 
the  card  catalogue  by  which  books  are  indexed  from  day 
to  day  as  received,  and  which  impressed  them  as  one  of 
the  most  valuable  improvements  which  has  been  added  for 
a  number  of  years;  its  value  and  utility  must  be  appreciated 
not  only  by  the  student  but  by  the  general  reader. 

In  submitting  this  brief  report  we  think  it  proper  to  call 
the  attention  of  the  members  of  the  Library  to  the  exten¬ 
sive  and  valuable  collection  of  illustrated  and  artistic 
works,  and  to  remind  them  that  the  Library  is  rich  in  rare 
and  standard  works,  as  well  as  in  the  fiction  of  the  day.

of  Direction  in  1863  and  1864,  and  for  many  years  one  of 
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the  most  faithful  and  efficient  of  our  members,  we  deem  it 
fit  and  appropriate,  to  place  on  record,  our  appreciation  of 
the  services  rendered  by  him  to  this  Association,  and  to 
testify  to  the  lively  interest  he  always  has  taken  in  every¬ 
thing  pertaining  to  the  welfare  of  this  Institution. 

Resolved,  that  while  suffering  the  anguish  those  alone 
can  feel,  who  mourn  the  loss  of  an  esteemed  friend  and 
associate,  still  we  bow  in  humble  submission  to  the  will  of 
an  all-wise  Providence,  who  so  suddenly  called  our  late 
companion  from  among  us. 

Resolved,  that  to  the  relatives  of  the  deceased  who  mourn 
the  loss  of  a  husband,  son,  brother  and. father,  we  offer  our 
condolence,  trusting  that  they  may  be  consoled  by  the 
highest  and  most  beneficent  ruler  who  orders  all  things 

well. 

Resolved,  that  the  above  preamble  and  resolutions,  be 
inserted  in  full  upon  our  minutes,  and  a  copy  of  the  same, 
suitably  engrossed  and  signed  by  the  officers  of  the  Associa¬ 
tion,  be  forwarded  to  the  family  of  the  deceased.

Considering  these 
facts,  and  in  view  of  the  contemplated  improvement  and 
enlargement  of  the  Library,  and  the  prospect  of  returning 
confidence  in  the  commercial  world,  we  think  our  future 
career  cannot  help  but  be  one  of  prosperity  and  progress.

Patrick,  the  thanks  of  the 
Association  were  tendered  to  the  Board  of  Direction,  for 
the  able  and  careful  manner  in  which  they  had  discharged 
their  duties  during  the  past  year.

To  the  Board  of  Directors  of  the  Mercantile  Library: 

The  Trustees  of  Clinton  Hall  present  to  the  stockholders 
of  Clinton  Hall  Association,  and  the  members  of  the  Mer¬ 
cantile  Library  the  Annual  Statement  of  their  Treasurer, 
John  K.  Mykr,  Esq.,  for  the  year  ending  May  1st,  1877. 

It  will  be  seen  that  on  the  first  of  May,  1870,  there  was 
a  cash  balance  in  the  Treasury  of  Four  thousand  six 
hundred  and  five  dollars  and  eighty-two  cents,  ($4,005.82). 
Received  rents  and  interest,  Seventeen  thousand  eigh¬ 
teen  dollars  and  ninety-six  cents,  ($17,018.96)  making  in  all 
Twenty-one  thousand  six  hundred  and  twenty-four  dollars 
and  seventy-eight  cents,  ($21,624.78).  Expended  for  books, 
care  of  building,  repairs,  &c.,  Eleven  thousand  nine  hundred 
and  seventy-eight  dollars  and  ninety-three  cents.  The  appro¬ 
priation  for  the  Contingent  Fund  has  been  increased  from 
Five  thousand  to  Seven  thousand  five  hundred  dollars, 
leaving  a  cash  balance  on  the  first  day  of  May,  of  Two 
thousand  one  hundred  and  forty-five  dollars  and  eighty-five 
cents  ($2,145.85).  Included  in  the  expenses  are  Six  thousand 
one  hundred  and  twenty-five  dollars  and  eighteen  cents 
($6,125.18)  for  books;  this  last  item  is  independent  of  books 
purchased  by  the  Board  of  Directors  of  the  Mercantile 
Library. 
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I’lie  Trustees  also  transmit  a  statement  of  the  Treasurer, 
giving  the  amount  of  the  money  and  investments  made  on 
account  of  the  Contingent  Fund.  It  will  be  observed  that 
the  balance  in  hand  May  1st,  187G,  amounted  to  the  sum  of 
I’ifty-seven  thousand  one  hundred  and  ninety-eight  dollars 
and  seven  cents,  ($57,198.07)  and  the  amount  in  the  Fund 
May  1st,  187.,  is  Sixty-seven  thousand  nine  hundred  and 
thirty  dollars  and  seventeen  cents,  ($67,930.17)  being  an 
increase  of  more  than  Ten  thousand  dollars  ($10,000)  during 
die  past  \eai.  1  he  trustees  have  authorized  the  Treasurer 
to  invest  an  additional  Ten  thousand  dollars  in  United 
States  four  and  a  halt's.
